kind. When the melted wax begins to 
cool take your duck by the bill and 
feet and dip him in it, swabbing him 
around so that the wax will get under 


the feathers. When the wax has hard- 


ened take a knife and make a cut 
from the duck’s neck to the base of 
the tail; cut across the tail and bend 
tail back until the feathers are loose. 
Then begin to peel the waxed feathers 
from the bird as you would peel an 
orange. 

‘We tried this stunt the other day 
and it works fine. It takes off all of 
the feathers, down, pin feathers, and 
all, leaving the skin. as clean as the 
palm of your hand. Figure about 
three-fourths of a pound of paraffin 
to each bird the size of a mallard. 
When you have finished, put the feath- 
ers back in the pan, melt the wax, 
strain out the feathers, and you can 
thus salvage almost all of your paraf- 
fin. This idea will be appreciated by 
those who have struggled through the 


endless layers of feathers, that clothe 
;many of our ducks, such as the can-

HOW TO MAKE FRUIT CAKE. 


O almost any cake batter we may 
add fruit. It is possible, en prob- 
able, that one might adi finely 
cut up fruit -even to am angel 


ake batter, if that was to be: baked 


in quite small portions. It is: centaim 
ty easy enough to add fruit to a sponge, 
or sunshine cake batter, and 
cake is but white sponge 

A study of the recipes for modern, 
fruit cakes of the batter type neveals 
See *art that they are nearly all cup 
eake datters or aight variations of 
that batter, plus one cupful cn two af 
fruit, one cup of sugar, one-half eup 
of butter or substitute, two eggs; one 
half cup of milk, two cups of flour 
more or less, and sometimes baking: 
powder. Tio make a dark fruit cake). 
brown sugar and some portiom of mo-. 
lasses are substituted for the white 
sugar, and spices are generally sedi as 
well as fruit. The commonest varia: 
tions are those of the ama@eunts of 
eggs, which may be increased hy ane 
or three, and of the milk and fipur. 

The point is to make a coed batter 
which will hold up the fruit and have 
a desirable texture when baked, Nine 
cakes out of ten which we see have 
so little of real texture that we can 
say they have no quality, no fineness. 
Texture must be worked for, and it is 
not to be secured by beating the cem- 


‘pleted batter, as so many recipes ad-

Sour milk or buttermilk should be 
beaten till like velvet.

You 
can use velvet, broadcloth, or silk crépe 
de chine for the collar and cuff set. 
They are enumerated in the order of 
their difficulty in dyeing; veivet is hard- 
est, crépe de chine is easiest. i 
First decide on a color scheme, using 
two colors, one light and one dark. 
If, for instance, you choose a burnt 
orange and black, buy the material the 
lighter color. For instance, buy enough 
orange velvet (the directions for velvet 


will do for the other materials) to make 


a cowl collar and cuffs, such as are 
given in any collar and cuff pattern 
you may select. 

- Do not cut out the collar and cuffs, 


but draw them on the velvet, using a 


soft lead pencil. Then trace on the 
collar and cuffs in the manner shown 
in the small illustrations—four units 
of design on the collar and two on 


each cuff. The tracing is done by rub-. 


bing charcoal or soft lead pencil over 
the back of the design. Then place 
the design on the material and trace 
with a hard lead pencil, using a me- 
dium blunt point. It is well to pin or 
thumb tack the design to the material, 
so that the design will be placed ex- 
actly in the place intended for it. 
When all the designs have been

The Socialist 
school of Philosophy ts a hidebound, copper riveted nega- 
tive view of the times, and is officered and governed by a 
spirit of intolerance the equal, if not the superior, of any 
hierarchy, monarchy, or king ef savagery the world has 
ever known. The right or wrong of historical revolutions 
is conceded the result of oppression by government 
through execution, confiscation, or deportation. Our own 
go nt was conceived and founded in a spirit of con- 
cession guaranteeing the widest range of individuality, in- 
tended to equalize freedom. The Deciaration of Iinde- 
pendence is a mode! of diction tn self-evident truths. As 
a historica] document it will outlive the Magna Charta. It 
does not meet the requirements of the radical, however, 


the expense of some one else. 

- Socialists, judging from the standard set by the noted 
writers and students, are mild mannered and inoffensive 
citizens. The fact that they possess the culture and brains 
to work out the theorems and prublems they advocate as 
Becessary for the emancipation of the human race should

A sane man would not care to place his future welfare 
in the hands of the advocate of force and sabotage.

work will provoke reprisals. When Villa attacked Juares 
in June and was on the brink of capturing it an Americat 
gerieral in E)'Paso rushed a big force of American boidier:

It is said in E! Paso that this blow did more than any 
thing else to weaken Viila’s prestige with his own follow 
ers. He had contidently assured them that America woul! 
not interfere with his movements against Juarez and other 

s on the Mexican side of the Rio Grande, The fact 
that they did interfere most emphatically has served to dis 
credit him to such an extent that since then he has bee 
able to marshal only a few of his old followers around him. 

This may or may not be true. Experience has taught 
one not to believe al! the stories of Villa’s extinction. 
More recent than the Juarez punitive expedition is* the, 
one led by Col. Langhorne wnen ne went in search of the 
bandits who held for ransom the two American aviators, 
Peterson and Davis. 3 

In consequence of these expeditions, and especially on 
account of the daily cavalry and air patrols along th« 
entire border, the bandit industry has been transferred to 
distriets farther away from the organized American eye. 
Catching American consuls down Puebla way is safer 
and more lucrative. — 

Marfa is the military headquarters of the Big Bend, 
and at that. central point ts stationed Coi. J. J. Hornbrook 
of the 5th cavalry with a mobile force of considerable 
strength. An alr flight also is iocated at Marfa, under 
command of Lieut. Ralley. Every other day an air patroi 
goes from Marfa to Presidio, on the Rio Grande, thence 
down the river to La Jitas, and then back over the 
mountains to Marfa, a distance of about 200 miles. On

More Advice on 
How to Preveni 
Hard Starting 


Cold Motors Respond 
‘Quickly to Use of 
Primers. 


BY HIGH SPEED. 


IFFICULTY in starting is an in- 
herent fault in the modern inter- 

1) nal combustion engine. This is 
_ not altogether the fault of the 
engine, because tle inrerior grades of 
fuel that are now offered are in large | 
degree to blame for this condition. 


_ Hewever that may be, the basic fact | 


kt.usaits that difficulty in starting is 
an almost universal trouble, 
t 

possible by taking due precautions to 
eliminate much of this starting difficul- 


* ty, as we shall attempt to explain in 


the course of this article. 

The most effective way of getting 
the motor to start on a cold winter 
morning is to prime it with some fuel 
that is lighter and more evolatile than 
the gra:.. of gasoline that is now com- 
moniy seld. The old fashioned way of 
accomplishing 
open each petcock in turn and pour in 
a little of the lighter ‘fuel. Obviously 
this was a bothersome task, and the 
manufacturers, ever watchful for pos- 
sible iniprovements, have given .us/! 
priming equipment that ee all 
trouble. 


At the present time it is possible for 


the car owner to take his seat in the 


car and by a simple movement of his 
hand prime the engine with a highly 
volatile fuel that will give a fire at the 
first shot. This equipment consists of 
a small tank which contains a pint 
“or so of the lighter fuel. This tank 
is connected with the various cylin- 
ders by means of pipe or leads. A 
small plunger pump is placed on the 


¥ dash, by manipulating which the driv-| yast 
er sends a spray of the lighter fuel into 


the cylinders, where it is fired by the 
spark and starts the engine, after 
which the ordinary fuel is able to care 
for continued operation. 

_ Now a word as to the best fluids to 
use for priming purposes, as th:s is 
most important if sacisfactory results 
are to be obtained. The commonest 


' priming medium is probably what is 


known as 76 degree ga@oline. This is 
simply the lighter gasoline that we 
used to obtain all the time, but which 
is now a'‘rare luxury. Within recent 


‘years some of the oil companies have| 


been putting out what is known as pe- 
troleum ether. This is simply a lighter 
constituent derived from the crude oil 
base. With a tank of this fuel it is 
possible to get a first time start, even 
in zero weather. Some owners have 
made a practice of using ether for win- 
ter starting, but this has obvious dis- 
advantages. Either the 76 degree gas 
or petroleum ether will be the best 


starting ntedium. 


Of course it is always poss'ble to 


prime. the engine with ordinary gaso- 
line. The assumption in this case is 


that enough of the lighter products of] 


the ordinary gasoline will get into the 
cylinders to allow the spark to fire the 
charge. If the lighter forms of prim- 
ing fluids are not available, ordinary 
gasoline should certainly be tried. 
Almost all car owners know that by 
applying heat to ordinary gasoliné va- 
porization is completed, or rather accel- 
erated, so that the fuel is easily fired. 
This was the reason the old 
fashioned custom of filling the cooling 


system with bo-ling water on cold 


mornings. The heat this imparted to 
the engine served to vaporize the fuel 
a little and insure an easy start. This 
method is too inconvenient to suit mod- 
ern motorists, however, and there are 


devices now on the market to secure 3 


heated fuel in a less bothersome way. 
The equipment to which we refer em- 
bodes an electric heater, so placed that 
as the fuel is pumped into the mani- 
fol it is passed over a heated coil, 


being thereby vaporized so that easy 


starting its almost certain.
